It will inten- 
sify a Canadian’s pride in, and love for his Domin‘on. Equally important, and 
essential to that pride and love, it will further impress upon all readers the 
absolute necéssity for. the cultivation of understanding and goodwill among 
all classes of the Canadian population, based on knowledge, wh'ch alone-tan 
render ineffective those periodi¢al appeals to’ passion and prejudiee through 
which designing persons seek to sway the emotions of our people. Mutual 
understanding, mutual goodwill, mutyal appreciation of each other’s good 
qualitiés, must exist as the basis of, peace; and cordial'ty of relations among 
the various races which make up Canada’s cosmopolitan population. : 
Domestic peace im Canada, it is hardly necessary to say, is the first 
requirement if this Dominion is to successfully “play the role —of peace 
League of 
Nations. From the inception of the League of Nat’ons, Canada has been one: 
of its most influential members. The influence of this Domin‘on in the 
councils of the nations -{s far greater than its population and’ wealth -and 
world power would accord to it. That influence radiates from the successes 
already. achieved by Canada in solving for itself some of the most vexatious 
problems now troubling older countries. That influence can be reta'’ned and 
further extended to the extent only that Canadians themselves ‘put into 


“every day practice those rules 8f conduct which the maintenance of peace 
‘among’ all nations demands shall be observed. oe

‘Canada stands for world peace. This fact 1s recognized by all nations. It 
{s also recognized that as a people we have no ulterior motives in our 
membership in the League of Nations; that_our' presence there is solely from 
@ desire to serve others and further the cause of international goodwill and 
world peace. As a people we unhesitatingly and uncomplainingly bore our 
burden when an unwelcome war was forced upon mankind. We gave in| 
unstinted measure, and we are paying our own bills without asking help 
from anybody. This is recognized and appreciated by other nations,and our 
influence is correspondingly great. So, too, is our responsibility. We must, 
therefore, first of all be true to ourselves and to those ‘ideals we advocate 
for adoption by all other peoples and nations. k 
Finally, “Interdependence” notes with satisfaction the offer of Premier 
Mackenzie King to provide su'table copies of the Briand-Kellogg pact out- 


-lawing war to Provincial Departments of Education which will undertake to 


distribute them to the schools, and to churches which will give it-a place in 
their edifices: Unquestionably the future peace of the world depends on the 
determination in the minds of. the people, consequently through the schools 
and churches can the next generation be best reached. The pact, to which 
Canada’s s‘gnature is attached, outlaw'ng war as an instrument of national 
policy, should have a place on the walls of every church’and school through- 
out this broad Dominion.

Largest Free Tree Distribution 


8,673,650 Trees Sent Out To Prairie 
Farmers In Spring Of 1929 

The number of, trees distributed in 
the spr'ng of 1929 from the forest’ 
nurseries niaintaned by the Forest 
Service, Department of ‘the Interior, 
at Indian Head and Sutherland, Sas- 
katchewan, was the largest ever sent 
out in any one year. The total num- 
ber of trees sent to farmers in the 
Prairie Provinces’ was 8,673,650— 
4,360,174 from the Indian Head nur- 
sery, and 4,313,475 from the *Suther- 
land nursery. The total number of ap- 
plicants who received trees was 7,452.

Involve, Large 
Political As Well ‘As Engineering 
The work of examining the rock 
strata of the Straits of Gibraltar for 
a@ tunnel ‘between Europe and Africa 
is under way, but while the attention 
of the world is focused on its struc- 
tural problems, the tunnel also has 
involved political and engineering fea

_ During the World War the captain 
general at Cadiz, who now is Premier 
Primo de Rivera, made a speech sug- 
gesting that Spain join the war on 
the s‘de of the allies and that in re- 
turn, for this England should give Gib- 
raltar—back to Spain. The captain 
general lost his position ‘for making 
this speech as an official. This was 
Primo de Rivera’s first  polit'cal

Pirates Plans Frustrated 


Chinese Pirates Are Captured By Aid 
Of Wireless 

.The alertness of a wireless oper- 
ator prevented the escape ‘of Chinese 
pirates who killed the th'rd officer of 
the steamer, “‘Haiching,” attempted to 
loot the vessel and finally ‘set fire to 
it. 

Two Brit'sh warships, the ‘‘Serapis” 
and “Sterling,’’ arrived in answer to 
the “Haich’ng’s’”” S.0,S.,. extinguished 
the fire and captured the pirates be- 
fore they could get away. The two 
war craft towed the “Haiching” to 
Hong Kong, with all the pirates pris- 
oners aboard.. s 

The. bandits la‘d their plans accord- 
ing to..the. regular system... They 
boarded the “Ha‘ching” as regular 
passengers ‘when the 2,080-ton vessel 
belonging to the. Douglas Steamship 
Company, left Swatow for Hong 
Kong. Y papa 2 : 

Early this morning they swarmed 
out and attacked the bridge. Mem- 
bers: of the crew returned the fire 
and repulsed them, Third Officer K. 
A. Woodward died as the result of 
wounds and First Officer R. Perry 
also was wounded.’ Several: of the 
pirates were killed. : 

Frustrated in their first attempt, 
the pirates set fire to the ship. They 
apparently still hoped to ga‘n control, 
after-which they would plunder the

national Politics 

To the second .Hague conference 
now or soon to be in operative ses- 
8 on, will be presented the completed 
report of the committee of experts ap- 
pointed to frame the statutes and 
charter of the proposed Bank of; In- 
ternational Settlement. Agreement 
followed. long and protracted discus- 
sions, and as the headquarters of the 
bank have now been finally located at 
Zurich, Switzerland, early materializ- 
ation of the project may be expected 
after the conference has adopted the 
report and otherwise ended the 
lengthy negotiations required to ar- 
range the details of the new inst‘tu- 
tion, as an integral factor in the Ger- 
man reparations settlement. 

The bank, accord ng to the pres- 
ent agreement, will not have as broad 
‘powers as have sometimes been sug~, 
gested. It w ll simply take the place 
of the agent-general for reparation 
payments in handling the transfer of 
all sums between Germany and the 
Allies and ‘will be empowered: to -su- 
pervise and assist.in the commercial- 
ization of certain parts of the Ger- 
man annuities. It will have the pow- 
er to perform various ordinary bank- 
ing’ operations to facil tate its work, 


--but it will atways be constrained to 


act in. strict conformity with the 
wishes of the central banks concern- 
ed. The d@issent of any ohe of them 
would be sufficient to prevent its tak- 
ing any proposed act’on. . 

if the political problems still re- 
maining in connect’on with certain 
phases’ of the bank's trust agreement 
are satisfactorily worked out at this 
second conference, the World Bank 
will thus be definitely incorportated. 
in the Young Plan as it will be sub- 
mitted to the nations concerned for 
the ratificat‘on of their respective 
Parliaments. A. start will have been 
made to do for international finances 
what the League does for internation- 
al law. If the bank's beginnings are 
somewhat humble, there is»no telling 
the place it may some day come to 
hold in maintain’‘ng the peaceful baJ- 
ance of all international relations.

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Alberta Hopes To Reach Settlement | 


On Resources Question 

Ottawa.—The Provitice of Alberta 
and the Dominion .Governmént are 
close to an agreenient as to'the condi- 
tions for the return/of the natural 
resources to the province, Premier J. 
E. Brownlee and colleagues put for- 
ward recently, and Premier Brownlee 
is rema‘ning over, in Ottawa, to have 
furthér conference with Prime Minis- 
ter.Mackenzie King. 

Some time ago the Dominion gov- 
ernment announced that on the basis 
of the finding of the commission 
wh'ch investigated the return of the 
natural resources to Man'toba, it was 
prepared to make a corresponding of- 
fer to the Province of Alberta. At the 
time it was’explained that this meant 
that Alberta would get back its na- 
tural resources and the . subsidy to 
that province from the Federal Gov- 


ernment would be continued and in-' 


creased as the population of the prov- 
ince incréased. 

The negot'ations are not so simple 
as would appear on the surface; how~ 
ever, because Alberta finds herself in 
a very different position from what 
Manitoba was.

Wiesbaden, Germany.—Scenes rem- 
iniscent of the first Armistice Day 
celebrat'on were enacted here after 
the Union Jack had been hauled down.

To Cut Air Mail Schedule 


Feasibility Of Pick-Up Device Proved 
By Tests 

An a'r mail pick-up deyice, capable 
of receiving and discharging miail 
g#acks while an airplane is in full 
fi ght, may cut existing air mail sche- 
dules fifteen minutes to an hour, ac- 
cording to the American Air Trans- 
which says that 
tests of the device already made, 
promise its future adoption on many 
of the country’s twenty-four air mail 
routes. 

_ The -tests being made at Youngs- 


‘ town, ©., have proved the feasibility 
Of catch'ng a small bag of mail as 


it swings on. the end of a 75 foot cable 
attached to a ‘plane’in full flight. The 
device consist of a V-shaped trap; 


: built in the ground. As the mail bag 
t from the ’plane is caught in the trap, 
the device automat’cally attaches an- 


other bag, which is hauled up into the 
*plane. Sim lar tests are being carried 
out in the receiving. and discharging 
of mail at seq, on the S.S. Leviathan. 
. The theory wh‘ch postal officials, 
air mail operators and the inventor 
are working on, is that an air mail 
‘plane can leave an airport, swoop 
downon the pick-up device, haul the 
mail to a similar device near the post 
office in-the cty at the’ other end of 
the line, and then go on to that city’s 
ain port.

Child Slavery In China 


Authorities Find It Very Difficult To 
Deal With Situation 

In connection with the introduction 
of a bill into the Hong Kong leg sla- 
ture for the abolition of the “mui 
tsai” system, whereby little girls are 
sold into domestic slavery, it was said 
recently that the system could not be 
done away with by leg‘slation, but 
required the education of public opin- 
don. 

In effect this was the explanation 
of the failure of the British Govern- 
ment to. wipe out this blot. Forty 
years ago Lord K'mberly, the then 
governor of the colony, foung that 
while’ by law there was no slavery, 
in practice it existed. | From then 
onwards there have -been constant 
proclamations making the purchase of 
children between the ages of four and 
14 illegal. 

The obvious evasion Was that by 
religion and trad'tion it was custoni- 
}ary to “adopt” children as the com- 
panions of the wealthy or even as ser- 
vants. Certain. money passed, but that 
| was only as a form of compensation. 
In some ways, it was.argued, the chil- 
dren were better off with their new 
owners as they often came from poor 
homes. However, it is common know- 
ledge that these childen were, and still 
are, treated with cruelty, made to 
serve as drudges, and even employed 
for worse purposes,
